“Orlando.’’—There is no system, that we are aware of. The weights vary in al- 
mostevery race. Captain Rous, in 1850, proposed ascale of weights, which appears 
to us te possess many excellent features; no action was ever taken on the matter, we 
believe. The scale prescribes the weights to be carried by horses from 2 yrs. te 
aged, in the seven racing months inthe year, at the distance of half a mile to four 
miles. For example—in a race of half a mile, a two year old wil? carry in April 5st. 
2ib., in Nov. 8st. 8ib.; at one mile, im April 4st. 2/b., in Noy. 6st. 51b.; at two and 
three miles, in April a feather, in Noy. 4st. 11l>. and dst. 4ib. At four miles, a 3 yr. 
old to carry 5st. 101b. in April, gradually increased cach succeeding month til) Nov., 
when be carries 7st.; at the game distance, an aged horse to carry 9st. 13/b. in April, 
and decreased each succeeding month till Cctober, when be carries Ost. 4ibs. Mares 
to be allowed 5lb. from April to June 1si, 3lb. from June to Sept. Ist., 2!b. from 
Sept. lst to Nov.; gelaings allowed 8lb. throughout the year. With regard te your 
second query, as to the allowance made to foreign horses, in the race for the Good- 
wood Cap American horses are allowed 14ib.. besides, as we believe, an allowance, 
according to age, for not winning previously in Englasd. Running on turf is con- 
sidered more conducive to speed than on our courses. 

R. H. G.—In oar last we stated that ‘‘tag best time made before a 3001b. wagon 
was by Sontag,” &c: This was not the came, the trot referred to being ‘‘wagon and 
driver weighing 300lbs.”” The best time before a 250lb. wagon was made by Kemble 
Jackson in a three mile trot, in which he won every mile; time of first beat, 2:41— 
2:3934—2:4:44; second heat, 2:41—2:39—2:4454 Black Hawk, in his trot with Jenny 
Lind, won the firstand third heata in 2:40—2:43, Jeuny (to a skeleton wagon) win- 
ning the second im 2:38. ; 

G.—The only way youcan ascertain to a certainty the effect of a reduction of 
weight is to time your horse at different weights. In a mile race a few pounds more 
or less will have no perceptible effect upon some horses.

Then came a dinner for two, and iced champagne to match, and by the

out counting the ferry) was effected, 1 was prepared for.a second. edition

That was three days ago, and there are no symptoms of relapse since 
I occupy a jolly big country-bouse all by myself, imbibe vast potations 
of orgeat, and eschew all cigars (having @ slight suspicion that the “‘ten- 
der passion” was not the sole cause of my malady, but that unnecessary 
drinks and superfluous smokes were infor a sbare of it); walk any 
number of miles to amd from my dinner, and attend esedulously to the 
great business of horse-hunting.

I want to get some horses 
to me, and people ask me to come to them, scmewhere on ‘other side of 
Jordan,” with the comfur ing assurance that it is “only three days’ journey 
by rail” (a pleasant little trip such weather as we had last month), and 
sometimes the magnificent offer to “‘pay my expenses to the amount of 
$2 a day, if the horse doesn’t suit.” Well, afier ali this batch of imprac- 
ticable propositions, there remain jnst about eight horses apparently worth 
going to see; two of these I have killed off already, and am taking mea- 
sures to dispose of the rest, either in person or by proxy. 

fi horse-hunting has thus far produced no results, man-hunting has 
been too successful. Thinking, in my simplicity, that advertising fora 
groom to go abroad with my nags would probably bring me such a per- 
son by the time the horses were bought, that is to say, by the end of the 
week, I made prociamation according\y in yesterday’s **Sun.” Poor in- 
nocent me! That very day brought an army of applicants. Whether

Piscatory.—A Paris letter says tnat the Strasburgh Railway has brought 
to Paris for the exhibition in the Champs Elysees, about 3000 fish from 
the Artificial Piscicultural Establishment formed at Haningen by the 
French government. They consist of salmon from the Danube, trout from 
the lakes of Switzerland, and grayling from the lake of Constance. These 
last named have only been hatched this spring ; the salmon and trout are 
14 months old, and are 4§ to 64 inches long. There are two salmon three 
years old, one of whick is nearly 19 inches long by 13 in circumference, 
Taese fish are conveyed in cylindrical reservoirs made of tin, the water 
being renewed frequently. 

A Herd of Heavy Cattle.—For a year or two past there has been a spirited 
Competition Letween some of the great stock farmers of lilinois ; the object 
being to produce the heaviest herd of cattle of 100 head. In the spring of 
1558, B. F. Harris, of Champaign County, sold one hundred head of cattle» 
the average weigntof which was 1865lbs. Determined to improve on 
these Weights, but in the generous and manly spirit of competition which 
8 always productive of great results, Mr. Rurus Cater and Henry Ja- 
obY, both neighbors of Mr. Harris, and large and opulent stock farmers, 
jolned forces, and shipped in the spring’of 1855, one hundred fat cattle, 
the average weight of which was 1990.bs., thus heading Harris 125\bs. to 
the bullock.

That the star of the Turf in E gland is again in the ascendant has been

in this favored island can be found of the virtuous, ‘the sublime, and the 
beautiful.’ The meeting has been one of the most successful that has 
been held there since the days of that best friend the Turf ever knew, the 
late lamented Lord George Bentinck. The great number of horses en- 
gaged there ; the immense fields in the Goodwood and Nursery Stakes, in 
the Chesterfield and Stewards’ Cups; and the quality of the racing alto- 
gether, have reudered the past week well worthy of a white bean in the 
important register of Burlington-street. Such continuous fine weather was 
scarcely ever known during the whole four days over which the meeting 
extends. Dame Nature herself had put on her gayest attire, and appeared 
determined upon a holiday anda merry-making. One only drawback oc- 
curred to mar the pleasures of this festive occasion—namely, the melan- 
choly accident which occurred in the great raceon Wednesday, but which 
we have reason to hope will not turn out so disastrous as was at first an- 
ticipated.” 

The meeting commenced on Tuesday, July 29th, under the Stewardship 
of the Marquis of Anglesey and the Hon. Admiral Rous. Clerk of the 
Course and Starter, Mr. E. Hibburd. Secretary, Mr. Weatherby. The 


following description of the Course is taken from “Rural Sports,” by 
**Stonehenge” :— 


The New Cup Course is two miles and a half, starting 100 yards west of 
the winning post, running out te the west of the Ciump, returning by the 
east. T.Y.C. isa straight three-quarters of amile. For the Q.een’s Plate 
the horses start to the north-west.of the Stand, run over to tue east of the 
Ciump, go to the outside circle of the hill, and return by the east of the 
Ciump, being 3 miles, 5 turlongs, 97 yards. The Maidstone Course is 2 
miles, 1 furlong, 44 yards.

The 
lot got away in a body, the first division on passing the Stand comprising 
the Maid of Masham colt, High Priest, Diana, Zeta, King Cob, Bandalore, 
St. Clair, and Chevy Chase (the latter rather wide on the outside ;) the 
heavy weights with Sandboy, and Goldhill lying in about the middle, and 
Pretty Boy, Vandal, and Homily in the rear, the latter several lengths be- 
hind everything. After running a quarter of a mile, King Cob took @ 
slight lead, and at the bend of the course was joined by Chevy Chase, 
who ran level with him for about a dozen strides, and then dropped back 
into the fifth or sixth place, leaving the Maid of Masham colt, Bandalore, 
High Priest, and St. Clair abreast at the leader’s heels. Next to them as 
they proceeded along the brow of the hill, was Diana, and close in her 
wake followed Zeta, the Joily Marine, Speed the Plough, Sandboy, Peu 
a’Espoir, Fair Geraldine, and one or two others, whose colors it was im- 
possible to distinguish owing to the compact order in which they were 
clustered together. From this cause there was a good deat of confusion 
and collision amongst the middle division, and strange to say Fiatman, 
who was alongside of Bartholomew, had scarcely remarked to the latter 
that they would have “ta roughish time of it at the turn’? when no fewer 
than eight horses ‘‘went down like ninepins.” The catastrophe was 
caused by Chevy Chase, who got so close to the bank that she slipped up 
and rolled backwards under the feet of Jolly Marine, who instantly fell. 
Speed the Plough was the next down, and in less time than it has taken 
us to write these lines, Hungerford, Comedy, Enchanter, Vandal, and 
Lundyfoot, were all struggling together on the ground. The panic that 
ensued was dreadful, especially amongst those who happened to be in 
the rear, many of whom only escaped a similar fate by jumping over 
both horses and jockeys as they lay upon the ground, or taking a wide 
sweep round them. The phaseof the race was now quite changed— 
King Cob, the Maid of Masham colt, and High #riest, the tormer of whom 
broke down and disappeared from the front, the running being taken up 
by Diana, with Bandalore in close attendance, Zeta going on third, Gold- 
ill fourth, Fair Geraldine fifth, and St. Clair, Sandboy, Higt Priest, 
and Polestar next; Lady Tatton and Pretty Boy succeeding them. In 
pretty nearly this order they reappeared in sight, and remained so until 
rising the hill for the last turn, when Fair Geraldine, St. Clair, and High 
Priest, began to drop off, and Sandboy, Lady Tatton, Pretty Boy, and 
Polestar obtained more forward positions. After rounding the turn, Sand- 
boy ran through his horses into the second place, and Bandalore dropping 
off in descending the hill, the former was joined at the bottom by Lady 
Tatton, who deprived Diana of the lead about the commencement of the 
rails, at which point Goldhill was third, and Zeta fourth, with Preity Boy 
and Polestar in close attendance at their heels. Belore reacting the dis- 
tance Lord Zetland’s filly and Goldbill were in difficulties, and their 
places were taken by Pretty Boy and Polestar, who followed the two 
leaders until half-way up, when Aldcroft, taking advantage of an open- 
ing between them, sent Pretty Boy through it with a rush, and Sandboy 
running out towards the chair the instant Fordham called upon him, Pret- 
ty Boy was landed the winner alter a severe struggle by hal' a length, 
Lidy Tatton finishing as far behind Sandboy. Polestar was beaten three 
lengths from the mare; and a similar interval separated Goiduill, Z-ta, 
and Besika, who were fifth, sixth, and seventh, the latter, by persevering 
to the end, having passed a lor of beaten horses inside the distance.

THE “GOODWOOD CUP.” 

The stewards for this meeting having given the eommission for the 
manufacture of the ‘‘Cup” to Mr. Hancock, of Bruton-street, that well 
known manufacturer of works of art in the precious metals has succeeded 
in producing a specimen of what the skill and. talent of his country can 
furnish under liberal patronage and encouragement, which will increase 
the well-earned reputation of the establishment over which he presides, 
and at the same time show that the stewards were justified in selecting 
him to carry their wishes into execution. We have often had occasion to 
congratulate the public generally, that portion of it which belongs more 
particularly to the sporting world and that portion by which the fine arts 
are more specifically cultivated and upheld, on the great improvements 
made of late years in the designs, execution, and manufacture of the 
prizes given to the owners of winning horses and to the winners of sport- 
ing events of all kinds. The national taste has been improved, and inde- 
pendently of the immediate objects of the race course being obtained by 
the encouragement given to the breeding and training of good stock, an 
impetus has been given to the progress of the fine arts, and it may be said 
to the breed of good artists, and to the propertraining ofthem. Those per- 
sons who may have an opportunity of seeing the “Cup” in question will, we 
are sure, concur in our opinion that it is one of the best specimens yet pro- 
duced of a racing cup, and that in point of design and execution it will 
bear the severest test of examination with anytning of the kind yet put 
forth. We have said that it has been manufactured by Mr. Hancock ; 
the artist is Mr. W. H. Armstead, with whose name and talent our readers 
are already so well acquainted that it Would be mere surplusage to load 
him with fresh encomium. The “tcup,” and a cup it really is both in the 
conventional and proper sense of the word, is of the tasza, or flat form, 
supported on a stem and having a cover, the whole being placed on a cir- 
cular base of ebony, on which are embossed in silver the words ‘*Good- 
wood” and the date of the race. The stem is decorated with two medal- 
lions, the one being a portrait of Queen Elizabeth, and the other of her 
present Majesty Queen Victoria, who are intended to represent the ‘*Glo- 
rianas” of the poet Spenser, and of the respective eras. The foot of the 
stem is decorated with the seven-headed monster of Duessa, and with 
statuette figures of Cupids, who hold wreaths of victory. The cup is sar- 
mounted by a group of figures, representing Prince Arthur as the cham- 
pion of Una, who is in full armer, on horseback, defeating the giant Or- 
goglio, who is prostrate beneath the hoofs of the horse, in vain endeavor- 
ing to avoid the fate he has incurred; Unaisescaping. Theconflict and 
defeat of the giant is described in the first book of the Faerie Queene, and 
from it the artist has taken his design :— 

**Whom when the Prince to battaill now addrest, 
And threatening high, his dreadfuil stroke did see, 
His sparkling blade about his head, he blest 
That down he tumbled as an aged tree. 
High growing on the top of aged clift, 
Whose heart-strings with keen steel nigh hewen be, 
The mighty trunk half reft with ragged rift, 
Doth roll adown the rocks, and fall with fearfull drift.” 
All the statuettes and reliefs are of silver, oxidized, by which the glare 
of light is avoided, and the ela borate execution of the work rendered visible 
and perceptible to the eye. The cup itself and the ewer are of bright sil- 
ver, engraved with representations of the lily and the laurel, the emblems 
of purity and viciory. The figure are admirably grouped, the composi- 
tion being, in fact, perfect, and the contrast of the oxidized with the polish- 
ed silver produces an excellent effect. The design is perfectly novel, the 
whole work partaking of the best characteristics of the varied styles of 
different epochs of the arts, and isa very favorable addition to the Eng- 
lish school of art. Beli’s Life.

By steadily pursuing this course, 
a few years would suffice to get rid of those harpies who make fortunes by 
jm posing on the credulity of the public, and our horses would be enhanced 
tenfold in value. 

It isa common practice to test the speed of trotters in some section of 
the country on half-mile tracks, and take the speed shown for that dis- 
tance as conclusive of the powers of the horse. Of course such trials are 
fallacious. Hundreds of gentlemen relying on the exhibitions of speed 
shown at these trials, and forgetting that any dunghill Canadian or Mor- 
gan is equal toa half mile—and occasionally s. mething more—lose both 
ume. and money in the vain attempt to compete with nags of seperior 
preed. 

Of what use is a trotter unless he has bottom, when his principal voca- 
tien, after all said and done, is that of a road horse, able to carry his mas- 
ter quickly and far, and who will not give out after going the first few 
miles of @ Journey? 

With these few remarks we dismiss the subject for the present, with 
the bope that those of our readers who may have had the misfortune to be 
duped by these Japhets will be wiser in future, and not be led away by 
the delusion thata mere dunghill can ever be anything else. Blood will

THE MAN ON THE ICEBERG. 


‘Tt is a man!” said the Captain, handing his telescope to the mate, after 
along steady look; and heseems frozen hard and fast to the side of the 
iceberg.” 

‘Keep her away !” cried the skipper. ‘‘So—o—o. Steady!” and by 
thus altering our course we brought the iceberg right ahead. The ice- 
berg had been in gight since the weather cleared at midnight, when it 
looked like some high rocky head, and, except that by watching the 
bright stars behind it, we ceuld see its maje tic outlines swaying solemnly 
and majestically up and down. There was something sublimely grand 
ia the slow, stately movement of sucha mass. There it floated, large 
enough, had it been land, to have been the dwelling place of hundreds of 
human beings. The lower part was of so deep a purple as te look al- 
most black; but higher up it shaded off toa bright azure, then a light 
pale green, while on its lofty summit were long slender spires of fantastic 
forms, and either of a erystal whiteness or tinted with a beautiful pale 
pink.

MEMOIR OF MRS. FITZWILLIAM. 


The following brief particulars of the professional career of Mrs. Fits- 
william may not be unacceptable to our readers :— 


Fanny Copeland may be said to have been born to the stage—almost on 
the stage—for she was the daughter of Mr. Copeland, for many years 
manager of the Dover circuit, and made her first appearance in life in 
the manager’s house adjoining the Dover Theatre, in the year 1802. At 
the early age of two years she made her theatrical debwt at her father’s 
theatre as one of the children in the play of “The Stranger.” When she 
was but ten years of age she exhibited so decided a taste and capability 
for singing that, at the recommendation of Charles Incledon, she was ta- 
ken from the stage, with the design of being educated solely for music 
and singing. She made such rapid progress in these accomplishments 
that at twelve years of age she presided at the then fashionable eoncerts 
given at Howe’s Assembly Rooms, Margate. On one occasion, “The 
Poor Soldier” being advertised at the Dover Theatre, under the patronage 
of the Earl of Guilford, and the lady who wasto have played Norak 
7. taken ill, little Fanny was called upon to perform the part, which 
: e oe So successfully that she resolved to return to the stage; and, for- 
eae thet future fame, adhered to her resolution, and became the 
whieh dpc in her father 8 theatre, where she acquired that experience 

pat ust ever be the basis of a sound dramatic reputation. 

Siena gs ean a she came to London, and was placed under Mrs. 
vena pes ~~ a _ oe singe, to improve her style in that particular 
eneied che eas ponent i she afterwards excelled. It wasat this 
dieet sieentenee bund « 4 corge Colman, the younger, and made her 
the Sth ef July. Ondon audience, at the Haymarket Theatre, 
on the dik o uly 1816, as Lucy, in “The Review.” This was followed 
by her assumption of the Page in ‘The Follies of a Day ;” Cicely im 
“The Beehive,” &c., in which her success was unequivocal, She after- 
bag went to the Olympic, and appeared in the Elliston season of 
“19 as the Countess of Lovelace, in “Rochester.” The Surrey, under 
Dibden’s management, next saw her enacting Madge Wildfire, in the 
lessee’s adaptation of Sir Walter Scoti’s “Heart of Midlothian .” She 
was not, however, as generally supposed, the original representative of 
the character, as Mrs. Egerton had played it first; but Miss Copeland’s 
impersonation imparted a new charm to the part, which was increased 
by the admirable manner in which she sang the snatches of old Scottish 
song with which it abounds. So great wasthe admiration created by 
her performance that the drama was played during the greater part of 
three seasons. 

It was wh le she was a member of the Surrey company that she gave 
her hand to Mr, Fitzwilliam, the Irish comedian ; this event took plaee 
on the 2d of December, 1822. 

On leaving the Surrey she was engaged by her old manager, Elliston, 
for Drury Lane, where she made her appearance in ‘‘Maid or Wife,” 
afterwards known as ‘*The Married Bachelor ;” her talents were not, 
however, sufficiently appreciated here, and she soon returned to the Sur- 
rey. Subsequently she entered into an engagement with Yates and Ter- 
ry, at the Adelphi, and played the leading comic characters in most of 
the popular dramas, written by Mr. Buckstone, when Mrs. Yates, gle- 
rious John Reeve, Yates, Terry, O. Smith, Hemmings, and the clever lit- 
tle author himself, were associated in the performance of ‘‘The Wreek 
Ashore,” ‘*Henriette,” ‘*Victorine,’’ Sc. 


In 1832, in conjwnction with the late W. H. Williams, she was the pre- 
prietress of Sadlers’ Wells, where she attracted crowded houses for some 
time, especially in Buckstone’s admirable operetta of ‘*The Pet of the 
Petticoats,” in which she played Paul. On her removal from Sadlers” 
Wells she played at Drury Lane and Covent Garden. At the latter house 
she was the original Arvidson, in the opera of “Gustavus.” We next 
find her playing starring engagements at the Victoria and Surrey, and, 
lastly, settling at the Haymarket Theatre, when Mr. Webster became the 
lessee of that establishment. 

On the termination of her engagement at the Haymarket she paid @ 
visit to the United States. She was received at New York, as Peggy in 
**The Country Girl,’’ with perfect enthusiasm; but it was in her cele- 
brated monopologues of ‘Widow Wiggins” and ‘The Belle of the Hotel,” 
that she most astonished the Americans, who bad never seen anything of 
the kind attempted by an actress. The impression she made at New 
York secured her a welcome through America, both in North and South, 
and particularly at New Orleans, where she was serenaded nightly, and 
showers of bouquets given to her on every performance. At New Or- 
leans she was joined by Mr. Buckstone, and the two English comedians 
ei the Havannah, where they were equally succes:ful asin the 

tates, 

On her return to England, in 1842, she fulfilled a short engagement at 
the Haymarket, amd was then engaged by Mr. Webster, for the Adeiphi, 
of which, as well as the Haymarket he was lessee at the time. While 
acting here she appeared in Mr. Buckstone’s romantic drama of ‘*The 
Green Bushes,” in which her admirable performance of Nelly O'Neill, 
and her powerful delineation of Starlight Bess, the gipsy girl, in the 
same author’s ‘*Flowers of the Forest,” must be fresh in the recollee- 
tion of all London playgoers. When Mr. Buckstone became lessee of the 
Haymarket Theatre, in March, 1858, Mrs. Fitzwilliam occupied a leading 
position in the eorps dramatique, and by her varied talent aided the exer- 
tions of the manager and the excellent artistes with whom she was as- 
sociated. We need only enumerate a few of the characters to which she 
gave the stamp of popularity by her versatile genius. They were Fer- 
tune, in Planche’s extravaganza of “Mr. Buckstone’s Ascent of Mount 
Parnassus ;” Mrs. Coddlelove, in Palgrave Simpson’s comedy of ‘*Rane- 
lagh ;” Penny, in Stirling Coyne’s comedy of **The Hope of the Family ;” 
Peggy Poplin, in Plawche’s comedy of “The Knights of the Round 
Tabie;” Dinah, in Stirling Coyne’s burlesque of ‘*Willikind and Hys 
Dinah ;” and Madame Sammson, in the saine auther’s drama of ‘*The 
Old Chateau.” 











A RUSSIAN DINNER. 

The New York ‘Courrier des Etats Unis” publishes in its Paris corres- 
pondence an extract from a letter written by a staff officer of the French 
army, dated May 6. The letter shows the cordial relations which are 
established between the two armies, and describes a dinner given by the 
We copy the account of seme of the ar- 
rangements of the dinner: 

“As soon as we arrived we were invited togotothe table. The din- 
ing room was arranged in the meadow, under a tent, and, as the weather 
was magnificent, it was much more agreeable than it would have been ix 
the house. Teil os 

‘To provoke an appetite they begin, in this couatry, before sitting down 
at the table, by going toa corner of the dining-room to drink brandy and 
gin, and to eat, in the -Angers, sardines. cheese, and a heap of things 
seasoned with pepper and vinegar, which were enough te take away all 
desire of eating, inasmuch as it was all drank from one little glass, and 
every-body used the same spoon, and swallowed the sardine whole at one 
mouthful, without bread or stopping totake out the bones. These preli- 
minaries over, we were seated at a well-furnished table. I had the 
place of honor between General Wrangel and another General. The 
table was covered with bottles of wine, but not a drop of water. All this 
wine came from our merchants at Kamiesch. 

“The first served was a Russian pie, a hot pie, composed of hashed 
meat, mixed with rice, eggs, caviar, and other condiments. It was very 
good. After this eame soup in cups; the soup was seasoned with cinna- 
mon. Then came hot hams, pieees of roast beef of 40ibs. weight, dc. 
Three quarters of an hour between each dish and toast; jokes and drink- 
ing to fillup the intervals. Sweet dishes in French fashion, puddings 
with white vaniMa sauce, sugared oranges came at last, and gave us hope 
of the repast coming to an end. A grave error this! Our plates were 
taken away, and we were served with roast turkey and salads, We had 
to do violence to our stomachs under penalty of being considered impolite, 
and devour our turkey and salad as if we had been starved, and to com- 
plete our satisfaetion the salad was dressed with sugar and vinegar. 

‘*We drank to the health of the Empeor Napoleon first, then to that of 
the Emperor of Russia, then to Marshal Pelissier, then to Gen. Wrangel, 
}and then to the living, and then to the dead, for the space of five hours, 
without leaving our seats. We left the table at six o’clock. 

*“*We had ten leagues to ride on our return; 80 after having smoked 
soine eigars, we resumed our horses and reached home at ten in the even- 
ing.

cHOOTING AND CRICKET IN CANADA. 


Prescorr, Auzust 16, 1856. 
Dear “Spirtt”—Allow me, asa sportsman who can appreciate good 
--ooting, as well as good cricketing, to hold a correspondence with your 
er yaluable paper. I have read communications from an old and es- 
reed sportsman published in your columns, @ former townsman of 
aah who bas of late years become a judge in one of our County cou rte, 
j pope he is giving as good judicial decisions as he did when with us, in 
ig whose bird it was, by a proper examination, without any evi- 
gence more than the claimants, who would state which way the bird 
wos fying, and where they stood; without any cross-examination, our 
‘end “Seana” would take the, bird in hand and repeat to each ciaim- 
ant what he had said, and at once decide .who had shot him, invariably 
to the satisfaction of all parties concerned. I have merely introduced 
our old friend ‘Senna’ to show you we have sportsmen here who are 
not “pot huaters,” but at the same time would bring down a woodcock 
in Jaly, and think it no disgrace. . 

In your paper of August 9th { saw an article headed ‘*Woodcock 
shooting in July,” by “Falconer.” He isdownon any one who pulls a 
trigger on a Woodcock in Jaly. Hesays, wait till the birds get strong on 
-,e wing in September or October. That’s what he calis the season in 
Pennsylvania. In Canada our season comes in the first July, and it takes 
4 good shot to bring down our Northern birds in that month. They come 
bere the latter part of March, hatchin April, and leave the latter part of 
August. I have seen ice ou the water here in September a quarter of an 
inch thick; therefore you will see at once it would be impossible for a 
cock to sustain himself here in a condition fit to be shot at so late in the 
season. Asfor ‘pot hunting,” I never heard of sucha thing in these 
parts, as far as woodcock is concerned; we have not epicures amongst us 
to appreciate their value. 

Now for a l.tile cricketing. Seeing you are quite willing to publish all 
sporting communications, I have taken upon myself the responsibility of 
fgrnishing yoa with the success of the Prescott Club. We have already 
played six matches this season, and have two retura to play. The follow- 
ing are the towns and cities we have contended with, and over them all we 
have gained an easy victory, viz., Brockville, Belviile, Kingston, Corn- 
wall, Ottawa. The last match was a return, played on our own ground, 
with Kingston, on Tuesday last, which I have sent you in detail. It was 
too easily won, nine wickets to go down. The Kiagston me. came on to 
(ue ground in high spirits and good condition, feeling, no doubt, confideut 
of success, having augmented their forces with three Crimean heroes, of- 
ficers of the 9th Regiment, lately arrived in Canada,two of the latter 
gentlemen making some splendid batting to the deadly balls of Hardinge 
and W. Sharp, the former a round arm, the latter a very goed underhand 
bowler. A/‘ter game was called, Kingston requested us to play our inn- 
ings out, and let them go in a third time, to which we consented, it being 
only three o’clock, and a great many ladies and gentlemen on the ground. 

We were quite willing to give them another innings, to show them we 
had something more than good luck to depend on. In our second inn- 
ings we made 78. The Kingston men then came to the bat for the third 
time, which certainly did not look much like cricketing, but the officers, 
hiving it fresh in their memory that Sebastopol was not taken by the 
first or second attack, thought that if they could bring us to another en- 
gagement they might stand a chance of gaining some credit, if they could 
but beat us, which, alas! was buta forlorn hope. They went in, how- 
ever, determined to beat. Some beautiful steady batting was displayed, 
but it was impossible to get the balls away; after standing an honr and a 
half, they were disposed of for 46 runs. Feeling perfectiy satisfied Fort 
Willington Ground could not be taken, they retreated next day to Ottawa

GAME IN KANSAS TERRITORY. : 
The following is extracted from a letter recently published in the “Ohio 
a 
Farmes’’: Fort Ruar, K. T., July 31, 1856. 

I have not the convegiences fora polished letter, My desk is a walnut 
log, in the edgeof a skirt of timber, on one of the main tributaries of the 
Kansas river. Ata shortdistance is my dwelliag, consisting of two 
breadths of cotton cloth, inclined at right angles over a hackberry ridge 
pole, and my couch is this fertile, flowery valley, with an Indian camp- 
fire at my feet, and the stars for my stady—though none of these things 
make me feel disquiet and lonesome; for here one is amidst some of the 
finest representations of natare. 

The Birds of Kansas.—The birds are trilling and singing around me, 
and some of them are getting up a variety of sounds that seem latie like 
music. The blackbird, the robin} the lark, the nightingale, a species of 
the oriole, are among those I venture to name. The hawk, duck, prairie 
hen, grouse, sand hill crane, wild goose, and turkey are rather abundant. 

Quidrupeds.—Our quadruped gime coasists of rats, and mice, go- 
phers, the fox, the squirrel, the badger, praicie dog, prairie wolf, ceyotia, 
deer, antelope, elk, and buffalo. We have considerable sport with the 
wolves. They are rather familiar towards us; still they show usa da- 
cided amount of respect. A few days since, we took a hunting stroll, 
aod routed fifteen antelopes, killing one, and taking one prisoner. 

Fish.—Fish abound very plentifally in ali the rivers and tributaries in 
the Territory. A party of us,a few days ago, wenttothe Repmbiican 
Fork, and with our wagon sheet, caaght a cat-fish that weighed forty-one 
pounds, with other sizes ranging dawn, The cat-fish is a ver’ fine eat- 
ing fish. The other varieties are quite numerous. 

Buffalo Hwnt.—There is a party of us going a buffalo hunting in a few 
days, starting from Fort Riley, and following up the Saline Fork. A 
party of our ne ghbor claimants have just returned from a week’s hunt, 
with the meat of one buffulo, and two live baffalocaives. Toney give 
such great accounts of them, that those of us who stayed at hoge to 
guard our wagons and crops have become somewhat excited in our rapid 
arrangements for another hunt. 

The Soil—Agriculiural Resources, §&c.—Tune soiiof this Territory is a 
rich vegetable loam, strongly impregnated wita limestoae, Tne geologi- 
cal formation of the country is very simple. It is very likely there is 
some coal in this Territory; there may be considerable. The timber and 
prairie are proportioned, in my judgment, of about one acre of tumber to 
three hundred acres of prairie. Tnereis water in great proportious of 
the Territory, and a considerable deficiency ia others. The couatry is 
well adapted to the raising of horses, cattle, Sheep, and hogs; to the cal- 
ture of hemp, cora, potatoes, and the grap% A g-atieman of cousider- 
able agricaltural experience told me he thought the principal prodacts of 
the country were destined to commence with “W;” wooland wine. 
They wiil, unquestionably, be leading productions, but no theory can 
make this any less than a great cattle country.

REGATTA AT PASS CHRISTIAN. 
Pass Cukistian, Aug. 12, 1856, 

Dear ** Pic.”—I dropped you a line yesterday, informing you that the 
regatta had been postponed until to-day, owing to the weather and want 
of stake, all the boat boats having gone to tue Bay of 5S. Louis for a har- 
bor. If we had had stake boats here, I think we would have had a race 
for first class boats, provided Com. Robinson had run his Coquette against 
the Rapid, which | will here explain. 

it appears thatthere wasan understanding between Com. Robinson 
and the owner of the Rapid, that the Coquette would sail in this race 
against the Rapid, the owner of the Rapid having most positively de- 
@iined, to my personal knowledge, to sail again against the Sylph, which 
she had beaten inthe last regatta 9 minutes and 21 seconds, deem- 
ing it useless to sail against a boat he could beat so easily. Com. Robin- 
gon brought down from Biloxi both the Sy!lph and Coquette, and every 
one was in a perfect fever of excitement to see the two champions, or I- 
may say the Lexington and Lecomte of the Southern waters, come to- 

gether, but ail were doomed to be disappdinted, as Com. Robinson re- 
fused most positively to sail any boat but the Syiph against the Rapid, 
for what reason no one has yet been able to divine. As the Coquette bad 
been preparing for this race at least one month, evéry inducement that 
could be suggested to the mind was offered himto run, but he positively 
declined ; consequently, as the Rapid would not ran against a boat they 
had already heaten, the prospect of a race between first class boats was 
very bad. Propositions and banters of ali kinds were current during the 
evening, but as no definite understanding could be come at, Capt. Brai- 
sted, of the Rapid, left last night for New Orleans, destroying all pros- 
pect for a race to-day between first class boats. We have yet, however, 
one consolation; they must come together on the third Monday in Sep- 
tember, for the gold cup. 

Agreeably to the postponement of yesterday, the subscribers met this 
morning at 10 o’ciock, and adopted the usuai course of the 8S. Y. C., 24 
mile triangles, twice round. The judges were Com.jRobinson, Alf. Mcli- 
henny, and Capt: Whann. 

The entries were as follows :— 

First class—Sylph, by Com. Robinson, but having no competitor, did 
net start for the prize. 

Second class—Melissa, by John Mahoney. Venture, by H. Rareshide 

Third class—Spray, by John G. Rowland. Theresa, (of Mobile,) by 
Mr. Hawkins. 

A few minutes before the first gun fired, 12 o’clock, M., the Edith ar- 
rived from Biloxi, and was entered in the second class by Thos. Byrne, 
KEeq.,herowner. The Melissa, thinking her chance a bad one, withdrew, 
leaving the contest between the Venture and Edith. 

The wind was fresh from the southwest, blowing a good single reef 
breeze, and as the last gun fired at five minutes past 1 o’clock, for getting 
eff, they started like race-horses let loose by their trainers, the Edith in 
the lead, Venture second, Spray third, and Theresa fourth, and did not 
alter their positions to the first stake-boat, except the Venture, which 
passed the Edith, and rounded the first stake ahead. The Theresa, after 
rounding the first stake, carried away her mast close to the deck, which 
accident was much to be regretted, as she had come all the way from 
Mobile, encountering all the heavy weather, for the purpose of testing 
her qualities with our third-class boats. She was towed in by the Melis- 
sa, Which had started to follow the boats around. No other damage was 
sustained, and we wish her gentlemanly owner better inck next time. 

In beating to windward between the tWo stake-boats, the Edith passed 
the Venture, and beat her forty-five minutes round the second stake, com- 
ing round the home stake at the first time at 1:584, and the Venture at 
1:69, the Spray at 2:24. Thus they continued throughout the race with- 
out any alteration, the Edith arriving home first at 2:53, the Venture at 
3554, being beaten just two minutes anda quarter, and the Spray at

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THE GUNNER’S SHOT. 


Oar noble ship lay at anchor in the bay of Tangier, a fortified town in 
the extreme northwest of Africa. The day had been extremely mild, with a 
gentle breeze sweeping to the northward and westward, but towards the 
close of the afternoon the sea breeze died away, and one of those sultry, 
oven-like atmospheric breathings came from the great sun burnt Sahara. 
Haif an hour before sundown the captain gave the order to the boatswain to 
call the hands to goin swimming, and in less than five minutes the forms of 
our tars were seen leaping from the gangways, the ports, the nettings, 
bowsprit, and some of the more venturesome took their leap from the arms 
ef the lower yard. One of the studding sails had been lowered into the 
water, with its corners suspended from the main yard arm and the swing- 
ing boom, and into these the swimmers made their way. 

Among those who seemed to be enjoying the sport most heartily, were 
two of the boys, Tim Wallace and Fred Fairbanks, the latter of whom 
was the son of our old gunner, and in a laughing mood, they started out 
from the studding sailonarace. There was a loud ringing of joy on 
their lips, as they put off, and they started through the water like fishes. 
The surface of the sea was as smooth as glass, though its bosom rose in 
long and heavy swells that vet in from the Ailantic. The vessel was 
moored, with a long sweep from both cables, and the buoy on the star- 
board anchor was far away on the starboard quarter, where it rose and 
fell with the swells like a drunken man. 

Towards the buoy the lads made their way, Fred Fairbanks taking the 
lead, but when they were within twenty or thirty fathoms of the buoy, 
Tim shot ahead and promised to win the race. The old gunner watched 
the progress of his son with a vast deal of pride, and when he saw him 
drop behind, he leaped upon the poop, and wason thé point of urging 
him on by a shout, when a cry reached him that made him start as if he 
had been struck by a cannon ball. 

“A shark! a shark !” came from the captain of the forcastle, and at the 
sound of the terrible words the men who were in the water leaped and 
plunged towards the ship. 

Right abeam, at the distance of three or four cables’ length, a shark- 
wake was seen in the water, where the back of the monster was visible. 
His course was for the boys. Fora moment the gunner stood like one 
bereft of sense, but on the next he shouted atthe top of his voice for the 
boys to turn, but the little fellows beard him not. Stoutly the two swim- 
mers strove for the goal, all unconscious of the fearful death-spirit that 
hovered so near them. Their merry iaugh still rang out over the waters, 
and at length they both touched the buoy together. 

On! what drops of agony started from the brow of our old gunner. A 
boat had put off, but Fairbanks knew that it would not reach them in 
season, and every moment he expected to see the monster sink from sight, 
and then he knew that all hope would be gone. At that momenta cry 
reached the ship that went through every heart like a stream of fire—the 
boys had discovered their enemy! 

The cry started old Fairbanks to his senses, and quicker than thought 
he sprang to the quarter-deck. The guns were all loaded and spotted 
fore and ait, and none knew their temper better than he. With a steady 
hand, made strong by a sudden hope, the old gunner seized a priming- 
wire and picked the cartridge of one of the quarter gans—then he took 
from his pocket a percussion wafer, and set it in its place, and set back 
the hammer of the patent lock. With a steady, giant strength, the old 
man swayed the breech of his heavy gun to its bearing, and then, seizing 
the string lock, he stood back and watched for the next swell that would 
bring the shark in range. He had aimed the piece some distance of his 
mark, but yet a single moment would gettle his hopes and fears. 

Every breath was hushed, and every heart in that old ship beat pain- 
fully. The boat was yet some distance from the boys, while the horrible 
sea-monster was fearfully near. Suddenly the air was awoke -by the roar 
of a heavy gun, and as the old man knew, his shot was gone, he sank 
back on the comb ng of the hatch, and covered his face with his hands, 
as if afraid to see the result of his efforts, for if he had failed he knew 
that the boy was lost, 

For a moment after the report of the gun had died away upon the air, 
there was a dead silence, but as the smoke arose from the surface of the 
water, there was at first a low murmur breaking from the lips of the 
men ; that murmur grew louder and stronger, until it swelled to a joyous, 
deafening shout The old gunner sprangs to his feet and gazed out upon 
the water, and the first thing that met his view was the huge carcas of the 
shark floating with its belly up, a mangled mass. 

In a few moments the boat reached the daring swimmers, and half 
dead with fright, they were brought on board. The old man clasped his 
boy in his arms, and then, overcome by the powerful excitement, he lean- 
ed upon the gun for support. I have seen men in ali the phases of excite- 
ment and suspense, but never have I seen three hundred human beings 
more overcome by thrilling emotions, than on that eventful moment, 
when they first knew the effect of our gunner’s shot.

gether of the largest number of our best animals for competition, the Es- 
sex meeting will ever be distinguished in the annals of agriculture, as 
markiog a new epoch in its history, by the successful application of steam 
power to the cultivation of the land. Fowler’s steam plough, manufae- 
tured by Ransome and Sims, has solved this long disputed problem ; and 
the way which it turned over a fair breadth of land excited the admira- 
tion of all who witnessed it; nor does it appear that the cost of the work- 
ing will hereafter be an impediment to the free employment of the aypa- 
ratus by ordinary farmers. We heard also much praise bestowed on 
Smith’s exertions in the same direction, so that ere long we shall proba- 
bly witness the engineer with his locomotive wending bis way from the 
homestead to the fields, in the place of the ploaghman with his horses, to 
perform those necessary operations which have for their object the pro- 
duction ef food for our ever-increasing population. Let not veterinary 
surgeons take alarm at this. The application of machinery to man’s re- 
quirements, creates demand for animal power coequal at least with its 
extent, and, although horses may not be required so much for some of the 
daily operations of the farm, they will be needed the more for others; be- 
sides this, more mares will be kept for breeding purposes, and necessarily 
more cattle and sheep for the same intent. , London Veterinarian. 


BOTS IN HORSES. 

Mr. Editor—I see in alate number of your paper several articles on 
that imaginary evil, bots in horses. 

As your correspondents have assumed a position which is neither found- 
ed upon scientific nor practical experience, advanced ideas and expressed 
opinions that had their origin in the dark ages, in regard to the supposed 
destructiveness of bots to the lives of horses; seeing the error into which 
trey had fallen, and the erroneous opinions which they were likely to lead 
others to form, I thought it my duty, as a veterinary practitioner, to cast 
my mite in favor of a reform in the treatment of diseases in domestic ani- 
mals which the professors of the veterinary art are laboring to produce ; 
and that, by spreading some little light upon the subject, I might par- 
tially dispel the darkness into which ignorance and superstition have led 
the owners of live stock in regard to their diseases. ; 

It is true, that there are to be found in the stomach of the horse (either 
in large or small numbers) red maggots called bots. Mr. Bracy Clark, to 
whom we are much indebied, bas given a bistory of this parasite. These 
worms Or maggots are the larvew of a species of abstrus, or ga: fly. This 
fly is observed, in the latter part of the sammer, to be excvredingly busy 
about the horse, darting with great rapidity at the knees and sidesof the 
animal. The femaies in this manner deposit their eggs on the hair, to 
which they adhere by means ot a glucinows fluid, with which they are 
surrounded. Ina few days the eggs are ready to be hatched, and the 
slightest application of warmth and moisture will liberate the little ani- 
mal which they contain. The horse, in licking himself, touches the egg 
—it bursts, and a small worm escapes, which adheres to the tongue, and 
is conveyed with the food into the stomach. There it clings to the cuti- 
lar partion by meansof a book on either side of its mouth, and its hold is 
so firm that it must be broken before itcan be detached. It remains 
there, feeding on the mucus of the stomach, during the whole winter and 
spring; when, having attained a considerable size, and being destined to 
undergo a certain transformation, it disengages itself from the cuticular 
coat, 18 Carried into the villous portionof the stomach with the iood, 
passes outof it with the chyme, and is evacuated with the excrement. 

It now seeks shelter in the ground, and buries itself there; contracts in 
size, and becomes a crysalis or grub, in which state it lies inactive for a 
lew weeks, and bursting from its confinement, assumes the form of a fly. 

The female becomes impregnated, quickly deposits her eggs on those 
parts of the horse which he is most accustomed to lick, and the species 
is perpetuated. 

There are several important conclusions to be drawn from this history. 
ist, Taey cannot, while they inhabit the stomach of the horse, give the 
animal any pain, for they have fastened on the cuticular and insensible 
coat. 
2d, They cannot be injurious to the horse, for he enjoys the most per- 
fect health when the cuticular part of his stomach is filled with them, 
and when their presence is not even suspected. 

3d, They cannot be removed by medicine, because they are not in that 
part of the stomach to which medicine is usually conveyed ; and if they 
were, their mouths are too deeply buried in the mucus for any medicine 
that can be safely administered to affect them. Therefore the wise man 
will leave them to themselves, and wait for nature’s laws, which are 
immutable, to be obeyed, when they will detach themselves and come 
away. 

How absurd, then, it is to attempt to destroy the bots in the stomach of 
a horse by administering medicines ; for tuere is no remedy in the ma- 
We medica powerful enough to kill the, bots without first killing the 

orse, 

Mr. White, V. S., says that he has found living bots in the stomach of 
a horse that had been taking corrosive sublimate and arsenic for many 
days. Mr. Biain, V.S., says that he has kept them alive in olive oil and 
in oil of turpentine for some days, and that even the nitrous and sul- 
phuric acids do not immediateiy destroy them. 

And yet how many valuable horses are destroyed yearly by self-styled 
horse doctors, and ignorant grooms and jockeys, who suppose that what 
they don’t know about a horse is not worth knowing. Acting upon this 
principle, they administer to a sick horse every remedy for bots that bears 
the seal of popularity, without regard to its medicinal properties. A 
borse may be attacked with gastritis, enterilis, or peritonitis, which are 
inflammation of the mucus and serous membranes lining the digestive 
organs and abdominal cavity. The symptoms of these local inflamma- 
tions, With those of colic, either flatuleat or spasmodic, appear to non- 
medical men not dissimilar. 

Ali this disturbance in nature’s economy is charged to one cause—tbe 
persecuted bot. The poor animal who is suffering all the anguish of an 
internal fever, must be doctored accordingly. Agents of an irritatirg na- 
ture are given, when those of a reverse action are indicated. If nature 
is strong toward the disease and counteract the deleterious effects of these 
agents given, the animal will recover, and another great cure of bots is 
effected. If uot, another horse has died of bots. 

Your correspondent avers that he has seen fat horses and horses in 
medium condition die with bots, but never a poor one. No doubt he ho- 
nestly supposed that to be the cause of their deaths. These animals were 
probably the subjects of some internal fever which terminated fatally. 
Poor horses, which are in a state of general debility, are never subject to 
inflammatory attacks of an acute character; and this accounts for his 


having never seen a poor horse die with bots. L. M. Burnuam, V. S.

THE CENTURY PLANT—AGAVE AMERICANA. 

The Century Plant, tor many years in the possession of the late Ste- 
phen Van Rensselaer of Albany, and for the last twenty-three belonging 
to Henry Van Rensselaer, of Ogdensburgh, is now in fuli blossom. Some 
idea may be formed of its rare beauty trom the following description :— 
Height, 30 feet; circumference of trunk, 10 feet; breadth of leaf at the 
trunk, average, 1 foot; length of leaf, 9 feet; number of leaves, 100; cir- 
cumference of base of upright stem sustaining flowers, 2 feet; number 
of blossoms, about 18,000; and it is worthy of remark thatthe entire 
stem, which is twenty-six feet long, has grown since the last days of 
March. New York Observer. 

The flowering cf the above noble plant is, and is likely to be, a rarity 
for some time yet, as it requires a considerable number of years with the 
best care in a northern climate to get it into flower, whereas, in its south- 
ern home it will ower ina few years, (from 10 to 20, thus dissipating 
the common error that it flowers only once in a 100 years, the period not 
being confined to any number of years, but to the quickness of getting to 
the proper size for biossoming. ’ 

The first that flowered in England is said to have been at Mr. Cowell's, 
at Hoxton, in 1729, since which time it has become common enough to 
scarcely deserve the name of rarity. ’ 

It will be recollected by many in this immediate neighborhood, that 
in the year 1842 a specimen flowered in the garden of the late Stephen 
Van Rensselaer, of this city, rising to the height of 22 feet 3 (it is related 
that one grew to the height of 40 feet in the King of Prussia’s garden.) 
There are quite a number of large size still at the Patroon’s, one of which 
is now under process to assist the flowering, Which is anticipated next 
spring. . 

In the summer of 1846, two plants were on exhibition, one in New 
York and the other in Boston, brought by 2 gentleman from Jamaica. 

The Century Piant or Agave Americana of botanists, is a native of 
South America, belonging to the natural order of Bromeiiaces, or pine- 
apple family. These differ from the Aloe in having their central leaves 
closely folding ever each otuer and embracing the flower-stem in the 
centre ; so that these never flower till ali the leaves are expanded, and 





as soon as the flowering is past, the plant dies; whereas the aloes and 
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kindred plants have their flower-stem on one side of the centre, and do 


not die after flowering. It is quite easily grown, and when of large size 
avery conspicuous object if placed on the lawn. If kept nearly dry 
during the winter, a spot under the green house stage, or any spare cor- 
ner, will keep it very well, although of course, will retard its period of 
flowering in proportion to the slowness of its growth. E. 8. 4

Why don’t we bear of genilemen printers, gentlemen merchants, gen- 
tlemen doctors, gentlemen ediiors, and gentlemen everything else in the 
Professional and business pursuits of life? Simply because every profes- 
sion or calling in the world which amounts to anything, and by which 
men get their living,is followed in earnest, and tuose who ebgage in 
them lay their whole talents and labors into the work, whatever it be. 
The great popular mistake of those who talk wf gentlemanly farming is, 
that they suppose the practical farmer to be a voor, of necessily, and 
that his caliing is a valyar one, unfit for an ecucated miad; yet. when 
sublimated by intelligeuce, educaflon, «nd retined associations, may be 
made respectable! “Gentleman farming” is a rank humbug, as ary 
Other profession or trade would be, followed in the same fashion—that is 
by hanging out a siga, furnishing the shop, store, office, or other estab- 
ment, with its stuck in trade, library, or what uot, dnd then leaving the 
stndents, clerks, and shop boys to take care of it, while the principal 
goes about the streets, talking politics, spending his daylight at the bar- 
room, sucking down braudy-smashes and wint juleps, or fooling away 
his time in any other noasense. Tuatis the “gentieMan” way of coing 
any sort of business, “‘farming” or otherwise. Tue upshot of the matter 
is, @ Man may be a gentleman in any calling which demands the exer- 
cise of brains, ingenuity, and industry. 1 never yet knew a useful pro- 
fession which demanded low intellect, or clowaish manners, as a qualifi- 
cation for its pur uit
